to announce to the world at large that there 
M ample accommodation here for both kind, of 
heavier-than-air machine., Victoria will remain off 
the air map. and this community will not get the busi- 
ness or the publicity from this form of travel to which 
it is rightly entitled. 

Alderman Straith rays the city is speeding up 
ha March for an adequate landing field that will serve 
as the nucleus of a permanent public aerodrome and 
conform to all the requirements laid down by the 
civil aviation branch of the Department of National 
Defence. We also are told that the industrial com¬ 
mittee of the city council already has completed ar¬ 
rangements to accommodate “all the Maplane traffic 
likely to be seen here for the next ten years.” 

It is gratifying to learn that there is the prospect 
of early action on this important matter. Speed is 
more especially the esMnce of the contract now in.view 
of the fact that next year is to witness a coast-to- 
coast mail service that will permit the delivery of a 
letter in Halifax under forty hours after- it has been 
mailed in Victoria. 

Hon. P. J. Veniot, Postmaster-General, fore¬ 
shadowed this development in n speech he delivered 
in New Brunswick the other day. And it means, 
of coune. that when the economic feasibility of a 
transcontinental mail Mrvice has been clearly estab¬ 
lished, the inauguration of a passenger service will 
quickly follow. But Victoria will not figure in either 
Mrvice unless it provides adequate accommodation. 

. How aerial travel is growing in popularity, inci¬ 
dentally. is reflected by the fact that during last week¬ 
end five United States airplanes halted in Vancouver, 
some of the pasMngers on business bent and others 
on holiday. 

Naturally some time will elapM before this city 
will require policemen of the air to direct flying 
traffic; but such amazing developments have taken 
place m connection with this form of transportation in 
(he last few years, that our plans for an airport must 
make allowance for still further development in the 
early future.

Tglmie argued with the electors of British 
Columbia in 1928 (hat he should be permitted lo form 
a government lo replace that presided over by Dr. 
Mac Lean was that he would reduce taxation, decrease 
the public debt, cut down expenditure, cease borrow¬ 
ing, keep the boys end girls nt home, and bring back 
thoM sons and daughters of this province who had ( 
gone to the neighboring republic to earn their livelf- 
hood. 

The Tolmie government hxs been in office for 
nearly two years. It has not reduced taxation; it has
